Under Assembly Bill 593, which was sig ned recently by Go v erno r Yo ung at Sacramento , Califo rnia, auto mo bile o wners and o perato rs 
are required to show pro o f o f their ability to respo nd in damag e cases, inv o lv ing perso nal injury o r death subject to a limit o f $5000 fo r 
any one person inju red or killed ahd $10,000 fo r the injury o r death o f two o r mo re perso ns in any o ne accident, and $1000 pro perty damag e. 
Briefly this bill sets forth that an o perato r’s license will be suspended if judg ment rendered is no t satisfied within fifteen day s’ time, and 
further prov ides that judg ments must be paid up to the amo unt stated in the law in o rder to secure renewal o f license to o perate car. Fur­ 
ther pro o f of ability to respo nd in damag es in the future must also be g iv en.
